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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 
Claims 23 and 24 have been canceled. 

This amendment adds, changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed 
listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) 
remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status 
identifier. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 13-22 are now pending in this 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the allowance of claims 13-22. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as allegedly being anticipated 
by U.S. 4,526,257. Applicant does not agree with or acquiesce in this rejection and submits 
that claims 23 and 24 are allowable for at least the reasons set forth in the previously filed 
responses. However, in order to permit allowed claims 13-22 to issue without further delay, 
Applicants have cancelled claims 23 and 24, thereby rendering the rejection under § 102(b) 
moot.
